Much has been said concerning op p ortunities of eitii a in 
air transp ortation. 
Less lias been said about the op p hfiiii 
ties this field offers to young men who new are seeking the 
field of their life activiiies. 
It may he narrow now, hut non*' 
of us can tell what iu ex p ansion will be. 
The Daniel Guggenheim foundation has been created by 
the New York cap italist, founder of a school of aeronautu 
H e has indicated that $ 2,500.00(1 v dl be av ailable for dev el­ 
op ment of commercial aviation. 
That indicates his idea <* 
the future of trade in the air. 
“ I am constantly asked by members of my family friends 
and acquaintances for « uggestion about careers for their 
so ns, and 1 invariably ¿rive the same answer, ‘aeronautical * n 
g in e e rin g ,'" said Mr. Guggenheim. 
“ If 1 hail a dozen sons 
and they wished to p ursue p rofessional or commercial ca­ 
reers, 1 woulwd recommend *uch a course of training to 
them, believing as I do in av iation’s trem endous p ossibilities, 
“ The p eop le have not as yet aw akened to a realization oi 
the p ossibilities of air transp ortation, but in my judgm ent 
they will surely and rap idly do so. and 1 believe that it will 
not be a great while when they will come to understand 
what it all means to our country, to the whole world ¡e- well.” 
Most of us must be onlookers while this dev elop m ent is in 
p rogress .but we hav e witrn ssed such revolutions in ev ery­ 
thing about u> by reason of inventions .and the res llting tr tf- 
fic that we p lace no limitations up on anything in hum an in­ 
genuity. 
If Mr. Guggenheim says that 
aeronautical 
e n ­ 
gineering offers the gretest op p ortunity to young men 
this age, we shall not disp ute him. 
W hat we hav e seen ul- 
reers, 1 would recom m end such a course oi 
training to 
the trem endous p ossibilities of aviation, and to get readv for 
them , w h a te v er they m a\ be. 
If the air is to be utilized for 
transp ortation p urp oses to the ex tent we generally p redict, 
it follows that the equip ment must he m anned in the air, on 
the ground and in the shop s and laboratories.
